INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 


DIPHTHERIA  was  prevalent  throughout  the  year,  there  being  notified 
64  cases  compared  with  51  In  1938.  The  disease  was  of  a^ serious 
type  and  accounted  for  4  deaths.  The  usual  Public  Heal ch ^ 
precautions  were  taken  in  collaboration  with  the  school  Lie di cal 

Officer. 


Immunisation  can  now  be  arranged  free  of  cost,  and  the  treatment  Is 
carried  out  by  trio  Pat'.,  o nt *  s  own  Doctor.  Little  advantage  has  been 
taken  of  the  scheme,  u>d  it  would  appear  essential  to  bring  the 
importance  of  tins  treatment  to  the  nocice  of  i^ne  public  by  every 
available  me ans c 


SCARLET  FEVER;  there  were  notified  49  cases  of  this  disease  which  ws 


of  a  mild  type.  There  wore  no  deaths  from  this  disease.
